FEDRRAL HEALTH JURISDICTION.

It ts not iniprobable that Congress will before long (-XH'.IH_I the
woope of Federal activity in the matter of public health. President
Taft in o recent message asked for a special appropriation for the
prosecution of scientific stndy of cancer in fishes, his purpose being
to increase ont knowledge of the disease in man, so that, if possible,
means fov checking it gpread ean be found, In this particular line of
cancer investigation therve ave alveady official agencies that can great.
v assist, the burean of fisheries especially being in a position to fur-
nigh material for the laboratories of the experts it is proposed to em:
ploy. A larger scheme was included in the message through the Pres.
ident's reminder of his previous recommendation of the necessity of
a bureau of public healtl to which all sneh questions as this of cancer
research conld be referred. While the resident advocates mervely a
burean, SRenator Owen has a bill pending to create a department of
health, the chief of which would have a seat in the cabinet. The fol.
lowing remarks of the Philadelphia Public Ledger may be applied to
the war against tuberenlosis as well as eancer, also to the matter of
the protection of our coast=s from various pestilenees for which the
pecessity increases as our diveet commerce with orviental asd equa-
torial connutries grows:

A great deal of good work ix already being done by the Bu-
rean of Public Health and Marvine Hospital Service, attached
to the Treasury Department, but the scope of that burean
could be widened and its responsibilities increased with great
benefit to the nation. A vast amount of research is alveady
under way in conuection with the cancer scourge, the grow-

ing gravity of which is beginning to penetvate the conscious-

ness of the general public, and the co-operation and gnidance

of the government in the possible nnification of effort and

the prevention of wasted energy would he an inealeulabie
gain to science. This ix what is desived by the President, his
specific suggestion at this time being merely incidental to
the lrger purpose.
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WHERE DREAMERS RULE.

Confradicting the statemeut in dozens of papers that Milwaukee
is the first “large” city in Amerien to make the experiment of a So-
cialist mavor, the New Bedford Standard instances, as eities that will
not admit being “small,” Brockton and Haverhill for two that***have
had Socialist mayvors and have survived, More than that,” the Btand
ard continues, “these eities have shown no marked disposition to have
them agnin. As in the ecases of plutaeratic or capitalistic mayors, and
in the case of Milwankee now, there werve plenty of promises in nd-
vance 1o give these eities ‘the bestfdministeation they ever had.” This
ig one of the conmonplaces of incoming municipal administentions,
and it proved as mneh of a commonpliace with the Socialists in Brock-
ton and in Haverhill as it has anywhere.”

Quofing the old adage that trees are better known by their fruits
than hy their roots, the Standard abides the close of their administra-
tion for a decision on the yalue of the promises that Mayor Seidel
and the Socialist Democrats made.  “Municipal administeation,” it
goes on to say, “is a somewhat practical affair, with some very decided
limitations and restrietions, growing ont of the mutore of things, as
dreamers are apt to learn when they are brought into contact with the
facts.,” It is stated that Mr, Beidel's official newspaper organ promis-
ed the building of o municipal electrie lighting plant, for every em-
ploye of the city trades union wages and an eight-hour day, “and, so
far as practical, an aceident insurance and sick benefit und an old
age pension;” free textbooks and “penny lunches for the children of
the public schools where needed ;" & muniecipal slaughter house, an ice
plant and a coal and wood yard: and, a little later, the public owner-
ghip of waterways, telephones and street car lines, und still later the
public ownership of mines and railways, and so on. “Very good,” the
Standard comments; “the country waits to see.”

As it is now the
public is disturbed, on every such occasion, by the cirenlation of ex-
nggerated and false rumors, Pablication of the plain news would
stop that sort of thing.

FOREIGN BAUBLES REJECTED,

A decided stand has been taken by the House committee on foreign
relations against the granting of permission to diplomatic and mili-
tary and naval officers of the United States to accept decovations and
gifts from foreign governments. The Constitution forbids the aceept-
ance of such favors “without the consent of the Congress,” and pre-
vions Congresses have been liberal, in more or less discreet ways,
with the consent. When gifts and ingignin had aceumulated in the
coffers of the State Department, an omnibus bill for their distribu-
tion would be pnssed. Ii is a bill of this kind, sent down from the
Benate, which has beep blocked in the House as stated. “Viewed from
a high ethical ground,” an exchange says, “there is an obyious impro-
priety in the offer of reward by one government to the officials of an-
other for the performancs of their affieial fanctions, but the cuetom
abroad is so firmly established that such distinctions form the prinei-
pal rewards of public life, are the spur to zeal in every avenue of the
public serviee,” Althongh the matter has thus come to be one of har
gain, the United Sfates government has no orders or distinetions af
the disposal of the execntive, Hence the neceptance of such favors
proves an embarrassment. Wherenpon the paper already quoted con
o souvenir of the respect and confidence of foreign powers with whom
his duty has brought him in contact, the fact that there can be no cor-
responding return by the anthorities at Washington makes the re
fusal of the Congress to authorize the acceptance not only reasonable,
